Bulwark of 15,000 Tons. 

The Bulwark was of 15,000 tons dis- 
placement. It was laid down in 1809 and 
completed in 1902. It was 411 feet long, 
75 feet wide, and drew 29 feet of water. 
Its armament consisted of four 12 inch 
gune, twelve 6 inch guns, sixteen 12 
‘pounders, six 3 par „and four sub- 
merged torpedo tubes. It had a comple- 
ment of 750 men. It cost $5,000,000. 
Although too old to be any longer ip 
the first fighting line, the Bulwark still 
was a useful unit. The loss of the ship. 
however, was nothing compared with the 
heavy loss in trained officers and men. 
The Bulwark in its early career was 
quite a favored ship. For a long time it 


was the flagship of Admiral Charles 


Beresford in the Mediterranean.

MANY CRUELTIES CHARGED 
TO AUSTRIANS IN GALICIA. 


tester Committee Alleges Whole- 
sale Murder of Civilians and 

‘Burning of Homes. 

LEMBERG,:+ Galicia, Nov. 26.—A com- 
mittee appointed to investigate condi- 
tions in Galicia reports there have been 
wholesale murders, executions, and-ex- 
cesses of every description in war swept 
Galicia. Thousands of starving end 
homeless families give evidence of these 
conditions. 

The Russian population, the committee 
says, suffered most severely, less from 
natural consequences of war than from 
the cruelty of Austrian officials, who al- 
weys suspected the loyalty of the Ge- 
lician populace and have acted with 
marked severity since the beginning of 
the war. 

‘The committee reports it established 
the fact that in seven counties 288 men 
have been shot or hanged, including two 
priests. Throughout Galicia it is esti- 
mated 10,000 arrests have been made and 
1,000 executions have taken place.

The time will come when we shall re- 
quire many more and I will then make it 
thoroughly well known, the field mar- 
shal said, and added that in the mean- 
time all the gaps in the British force on 
the continent had been filled. 
. Referring to the German advance on 
Dunkirk and Calais after the capture 
of Antwerp, Lord Kitchener mentioned 
that in spite of the overwhelming num- 
per of the German forces the British 
troops vigorously attacked and a British 
cavalry division extending over seven 
miles of trenches threw back the flerce 
attacks of a whole German army corps 
for more than two days. The arrival of 
the Indians on the scepe, he said, proved 
to be a great advantage and when the 
fresh reinforcements pushed forward the 
German march on Calais was stopped. 


Tells British Fleet’s Aid. 

Lord Kitchener spoke of the splendid 
fighting qualities of the French troops, 
and of the aid given the Belgian army by 
the British fleet, which had effectively 
shelled the German artillery positions. 
Sir John ench’s successful resistance 
to the German advance, Lord Kitchener 
told the lords, was maintained, notwith- 
standing that the.German supports had 
been pushed up in large numbers. 

“In the early days of November,” he 
continued, “no less than eleven army 
corps were attacking the British posi- 
tion. At this critical period the Eighth 
division was dispatched from England to 
join the forces in the field, and the valu- 
able cooperation of our allies on our left 
materially strengthened the British po- 
sition. 

Check Desperate Attack, 

On Nov. 11 a supreme effort was made 
by the Germans. The Prussian guard was 
ordered to force ita way through our lines 
at all costs and to carry them by sheer 
weight of numbers. But this desperate 
attempt failed like its predecessors. 

“Strong French reinforcements occu- 
pied a considerable portion of the British 
trenches in front of Ypres, and with their 
front thusappreciably shortened the Brit- 
ish troops, which for over fourteen days 
and nights had never left the trenches 
or allowed the enemy to maintain a foot- 
ing in them, were enabled to enjoy a par- 
tial well earned rest.“ 


COLOMBIA REPRESENTATIVE 
INSISTS NATION IS NEUTRAL. 


Minister Betancourt Says Proof of 
Violation Means Severe Punish- 
ment for Offenders. 


New York, Nov. 26.—Colombia has 
maintained the strictest neutrality ever 
since the outbreak of the European war 
and has made every effort to compel neu- 
trality of the strictest sort on the part of 
all foreigners in that country, Don Julio 
Betancourt, Colombian minister to the 
United States, declared today. 

He said that if either the British or the 
French government has proofs of vio- 
lations of Colombia's neutrality by any 
persons or corporations in Colombia and 
would present them at Bogota he could 
guarantee that most severe punishment 
would be meted’ out to the offenders. 

Minister Betancourt pointed out that 
the wireless station complained of was 
now under government censorship in the 
same manner as wireless stations in the 
United States, but that despite the most 
active efforte of the government to main- 
tain its neutrality at all costs one of 
the belligerents may have succeeded in 
erecting temporary wireless stations hid- 
den somewhere along Colombia's long 
coast lines on the Atlantic or the Pacific..

3. The appointment by the Pan-Amert- 
can union of a commission to recommend 
steps that would remove ane to pan - 
American trade. 

4. Prohibition by all nations of the two 
Americas of the privilege hitherto exer- 
cised by belligerents of coaling in neu- 
tral ports, or the issuance of only a suffi- 
cient quantity of coal to enable a bellig - 
erent vessel to reach the nearest port of 
another country. 


Britain Ready to Concur. 
Already some of the powers of Europe 
have been sounded on these propositions, 
and it is understood that Great Britain 
is ready to deny its warships eniry into 
Central and South American ports to coal 
if the United States approves the proposa! 
and other belligerents agree. 

The cailing of a conference through the 
governing board of the Pan-American 
union has been widely discussed as an 
instrument for joint action by the ne- 
tions of the two continents and if decideé 
upon the convention probably will be 
held in Washington. 


AMERICANS FALLING DOWN. 
BELGIAN RELIEF FOLK SAY. 


United States, Main Dependence of 
7, 000,000 Starving People, Fur- 
nishes Only Half Enough Food. 


New York, Nov. 26.—This Thanksgiving 
day found 7,000,000 starving persons in 
warswept Belgium crying out for bread 
and oniy half enough food on hand to ap- 
pease their hunger. Three thousand tons 
of food are required each day to feed the 
sufferers, yet to date the United States, 
upon which the Belgians must depend in 
the main for sustenance, has furnished 
less than half that amount. Ten ounces 
a day will save a human being from death 
by hunger. 

The foregoing epitomizes a statement 
issued today by the American commission 
for the relief of Belgians, carrying out a 
plea for the smal) quantity of food! speci- 
fied for each inhabitant of the stricken 
land. 

A cable from H. C. Hoover, chairman of 
the London commission, declared the sgit- 
uation desperate and urged assistance 
immediately. He said the commission 
was chartering several ships for dispatch 
to the Atlantic seaboard, trusting that 
Americans would fil them with sup 


More than two dozen persons were 
routed from their apartments late last 
night when fire attacked a three story 
building at 100 East Walton place.

Other States Handicapped. 

Many states, the report points out, are 
in the same situation as Illinois, in that 
they have too many boards locsely bound 
together for agricultural administration.

The difference 
in bulk between a considerable number of 
different food portione which contain each 
a given amount of carbohydrate in one 
case, or protein in another, fat inanather, 
or have the same fuel value, are pictured 
with accompanying tables, giving the 
weight and measure of each portion. 

Ip each case the starting point is a pint 
of milk, which contains 5 per cent of 
carbohydrate, 88 per cent of protein, 4 
per cent of fat, and has a fuel value of 
846 calories. 

The portions of some other foods which 
contain the same amount of carbohydrate 
as the pint of milk are: One and three- 
fourths slices of bread (of course bread of 
a high standerd is intended), fifty-five 
peanuts, or two cups, one small head of 
cabbage, seventy almonds, two small po- 
tatoes, one fig, one-eighth cup rice (un- 
cooked), one-third cup uncooked beans, 
three-fourths of a cup of rolled oats, one- 
eighth cup of sugar. 

It takes thirty-one walnuta, six medium 
potatoes, thirty-two apples, or one-fourth 
bushel, one anda fourth servings of round 
of beef, three eggs, two aquare inches of 
cheese, one and a fourth cups of rolled 
oats, one-third cyp of lentils, three- 
eighths cup of beans, one cup of rice, 
thirty-two peanuts, or three-fourths of a 
cup, thirty-eight almonds, and seven 
siices of bread, to yield each as much pro- 
‘tein as does the pint of milk.

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Pastors Call the War Cause for Gratitude. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


HE European war as a cause for 
gratitude was not too difficult a 
problem for ministers to undertake 
to solve in their sermons yesterday 
in various pufpits. 
“This war was a necessity,” said the 
Bey. James A. Milburn, pastor of the 


Plymouth Congregational church, in his 


sermon in the Kenwood Evangelical 
church, in which three churches united. 

“It was permitted in God's providence 
that medieval militarism might be 
blotted out. 

“It is not enough to pray for peace 
hor to bestow a few petty gifts upon Eu- 
Tope. This nation must stand as a body 
and compel a righteous settlement of the 
injustice which has been wrought. We 
must insist on the restoration of the inde- 
pendence of Belgium.“ 

- 

We traced the guidance of providence 
i) our civil war, why should not the na- 
tions of Europe trace a like providential 
guidance in the present conflict?“ 

This was thé question asked by the Rev 
Victor W. Thrall, pastor of Wesley Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, who preached at 
the union services in the Fullerton Ave- 
hue Presbyterian church. 

“It is not enough for the people of this 
country to be thankful for our deliver- 
ance from war, but we must also recog- 
Rize that God has his purposes with the 
other nations and not deny to them the 
fame belief in God’s guidance of their 
national life that we hold in regard to our 
Wn national destiny. 

“The different fate of those who came 
10 this country for gold and conquest and 
of those who came here in a sacrificial 
spirit because of conscience should teach 
m a lesson in God’s method of dealing 
with nations. Those who came like the 
Norida gold hunters failed, while those 
who came like the Puritan fathers for 
the sake of founding a republic in which 
there could be the exercise of. religious 
liberty, endured and we are their heirs. 
Unerica will continue to endure as long 
as she cultivates the spirit of unselfish~ 
Tees," ‘

The following lessons from the war 
were drawn by the Rev. J. B. Thomas, 
dastor of the Austin Baptist church, who 
Meached the sermon in the Austin Meth- 
‘dist Episcopal church in which a dozen 
churches united. 
“The popular protest in this country 


people wil! not stand for another alliance 
or entente among the nations anywhere 
after this war is over. 

The way to preserve peace is not in 
making preparation for war. National 
duelism is as impotent asindividual duel- 
ism. The state and the church must be 
kept separate.’ 

Dr. Thomas named as reasons for 
thankfulness the Christian character, of 
President Wilsom our national unity, 
and the bigness of the American heart 
that can provide for the orphans of 
Europe, pour out money for the Red 
Cross, and receive at the close of the war 
the million immigrants who will, he said, 
certainly come to us. 

“We ought to receive the immigrants 
cordially, but we ought to expect of them 
to become truly citizens of the United 
States. We have been slow about giving 
the ballot to our women and we make gur 
own sons walt twenty-one years before 
giving the ballot, and we ought to insist 
upon our rights as a nation and receive 
only those who will give sincere alle- 
giance to the stars and stripes. 

He praised Russia's stand in prohibit- 
ing vodka as a reason for thankfulness.

The method pursued by the Austin group 
of churches in disposing of the collection 
taken at the service revealed the fact that 
every minister in Austin is his own 
banker. 

The custom in the past which is to be 
pursued this year is to deposit the money 
in the bank for the benefit of needy’ fami- 
lies in Austin who are not members of any 
of the cobperating churches. Whenever a 
pastor finds a case demanding help he is 
authorized to draw the necessary amount 
from the bank without further red tape. 
Confidence in each other's sincerity and 
good judgment has kept the ministers 
working together harmoniously.
